Amendments & Claim Status 

[1] This Examiner's Amendment & Statement of Reasons of Allowance is responsive to 
Response to Final Office Action received Mar. 2, 2010. Claims 24-33 and 37 remain pending; 1- 
23 cancelled; and Claims 34-36 withdrawn. 



Response to Arguments 

Remarks Persuasive 

[2] The proposed claim amendments and telephone interview regarding rejected Claims 24- 
33 and 37 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph for failing to comply with the written 
description requirement; rejected Claims 24-33 and 37 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Buchar, U.S. Pat No. 2002/0126299 in view of Feng, U.S. Pat. No. 6,356,672 
have been respectfully and fully considered, and are found persuasive. 



In response, the previous 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), 1 12 claim rejections are withdrawn. 



Formal Examiner's Amendment

[4] The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claim 24, it would have not been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to determine a scanned image alignment registration parameter 
for aligning a scanned image to the backing surface based on the average chrominance value and 
the chrominance deviation of the registration channel. Claim 28 allowed by analogy. Claims 
25-27, 29-33, and 37 allowed by dependency.
